HAVE THE BOERS MADE THEIR LAST TREK? 


If the Boers are beaten and driven from Pretoria, will they submit to the 
British yoke, or will they, as in the past when Britain’s hand fell upon them, 
trek to a new land? The prospect of another trek is a gloomy one. The only 
possible path lies to the north. 

Mountain range upon mountain range rises throughout the northern half 
of the Republic to the Limpopo or Crocodi!e River, which divides the land 
from British South Africa. If provisioned the Boers can carry on the war in 
these ranges—a guerrilla warfare—for years. There is really no land left in 
South Africa to which they can fly and establish a new Republic. Portugal is 
to the east of them, British Central Africa above British South Africa. Then 
comes the Congo Free State. German East Africa, British East Africa and Ital- 
ian Northeast Africa. There is also Portuguese West Africa. Unless they emi- 
grate to some unoccupied island in the Pacific Ocean and there relay the foun- 
dations of their Republic, there is no spot open to them for a new and inde- 
pendent settlement. 

The favorite battle hymn now sung in the Boer camps say “We Will Trek 
No More.” Tocarry out this sentiment, if there be no intervention, means 
submission or annihilation. 
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Mr. Rhodes is once more about to visit England. There {s nothing sur- 
prising in this. Mr. Rhodes is in the habit of visiting England whenever he 
has been engaged in some specially obnoxious job in South Africa. Thus he 
visited England shortly after the Jameson raid, and assured Mr. Chamberlain, 
who possibly believed him, that he was entirely clear of any complicity in that 
disreputable and ridiculous business.

MANILA, March 17.—For the moment the 
most interesting character in Manila Is 
Archbishop Chappelle, the Apostolic Dele- 
gate. Next to Gen. Otis, he has) the most 
power of any man in the'fslands. | The task 
before him !{s as huge as it is delicate. In 
his treaty with the Spaniards one of Agul- 
naldo’s conditions for leaving Luzon was 
that the friars should be expelled or some 
reform made in their methods of adminis- 
tration. Under Spanish law, the Archbishop 
was a field marshal, and once a year the 
Governor-General had to bow before him 
in the Cathedral in Manila. His power was 
equal to that of the Governor-General. 
Originally the land was in smal) holdings, 
the natives declare, and the friars little by 
little got the titles out of the hands of the 
people and into their own. They protest 
that the friars charge rents that are ex- 
tortionate, and that after the rents are 
paid insist on having half of the rice in a 
field delivercd to them; also that they lead 
lascivious lives, coercing young giris. In 
that they have given 
to the is!ands whatever civilization the is- 
lands enjoy; that they take from the peas- 
ant only what he ought.to give to the 
church, and that the allegatiens against 
their character are baseless. 

In the same breath they heap anathemas 
on the heads of the Spanish priests, the 
Philipinos express their devotiagn to the 
Catholic faith, No people are fonder of 
church-going or are more religious, They 
Want native priests,: but if they cannot 
have native priests, they want American 
Catholic priests. They are sending in peti- 
tions to the Archbishop to this effect. All 
the native members of the Supreme Court 
hold the same views. 

While many of the friars who were pris- 
oners have now been released by the ad- 
vance of our troops, few have returned 
home Archbishop Nozaieda, who held out 
against the surrender of the city up to the 
last moment, and who wrote the proclama- 
lion calling the Americans the scum of 
the foreign nations ts still here. 
as we are following Spanish laws, 
Oongress has as yet done nothing toward 
changing them, his power is~still great. 
He has supported us as firmly in the rebe!l- 
fon as he worked against us before it; for 
upon our success depended the salvation oft 
the church property. He !s himself a Do- 
minican, The othér brotherhood is the 
Augustine. The two brotherhoods have had 
many historical quarrels, and have at- 
tempted in their time to have one another 
put out of the {siands. Neither is to be 
confounded with the Jesuits. They have 
nothing to do with politics.

Asked by the Provincial if the friars 
would be guaranteed against any vengeance 
in the event of their again oceupying the 
parishes by virtue of the new arrangements, 
the Archbishop replied: 

“If the friars gets the parishes they 
will be considered as elements of order and 
therefore as American agents. As America 
is thoroughly convinced of the necessity for 
the retention of the friars in the Philip- 
pines, the monastic orders will be given the 
necessary prestige, which will be much 
greater than it was during the Spanish 
regime.”’ 

A letter which the Archbishop handed to 
the Provineia] sald in part: 

“Tt ts forbidden hereafter for any mem- 
ber of the religious orders of these islands 
to leave the archipelago without my per- 
missian.’’ 

Father McKinnon, who is the old chaplain 
of the Californias and now a chaplain in 
the regular army, is the Archbishop's as- 
sistant. He immediately sent out a denia! 
of the report as being incorrect. Yesterday 
I had a talk with the Archbishop myseif 
in the comfortable house in the Caile Alix 
formerly occupied by the President’s Com- 
mission. which has been assigned to him. 
He disposed of E! Progrdso’s article with a 
smile and a wave of the band. 

“I suppose they are bound to publish 
something,” he said, “and everybody will 
be getting a different version of views that 
I have not expressed. 

“At my age and after my experience I da 
inot think that anybody will credit me with 
talking this way before I have viewed the 
situation.

With Bishop Potter was his chaplain 
and secretary, the Rev. Percy Stickney 
Grant, rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion. Some mystery surrounded the de- 
parture of Bishop Potter and the Rev. Mr. 
Grant when they left here early in October, 
their given destinations being Honolulu in 
the Hawallan Islands, The real purpose 
of the journey was to prepare the way 
for the establishment of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. of this country in the 
new possessions of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the Pacific Ocean. 

The visit to Honolulu was primarily a 
diplomatic mission. The Protestant Epis- 
copal Church is already firmly established 
there, but its head is an English bishop. 

It was Bishop Potter’s mission to arrange 
with the English incumbent for an Ameri- 
can bishop to preside over the Hawaiian 
group. A mission of even greater import- 
ance with which Bishop Potter was charged 
was to study the situation in the Philippines 
With the view of establishing the Protestant 
Iypiscopal Church there on a basis that 
would permit of the broadest kind of de- 
velopment. He found that the Filipinos are 
either Roman Catholics or heathens, no 
comprehensive effort for the introduction of 
the Protestant religion ever having been 
made, 

“The main object of my journey,” said 
Bishop Potter, ‘‘was the extension of our 
church influence. My journey has been 
most successful and pleasant. I. look for 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of America 
soon to be in charge of Episcopal Evangeli- 
cal affairs in the Sandwich Islands and the 
Philippines.

NHW YORK, March 17.—George King 
goes back to Sing Sing on Monday. He 
is 70 years old and gray. It is the eighth 
time he has gone to a penitentiary and he 
gays he has done many thingsand escaped. 

It is the old story of “drink and bad 
women.” 

Said he to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent: 

“The two have made me spend 80 years 
in jails, giving me 10 years of freedom dur- 
ing my crooked career. But those 10 years! 


They were filled to overfiowing with wicked- 
ness. I admit it frankly, but I confess 
never until now has my conscience trou- 
bled me. It’s making up for lost time now, 
however, when it’s too late. I was a de- 
cent man until Il went to war, When I was 
discharged honorably I had perhaps j$wu 
in cash paid me 

“I looked around for some way to sup- 

ort my mother and myself easiiy. In no 
ime I was a full-fledged burglar. Mother 
thought I had a fine job somewhere, for I 
had lots of money after that. I bought 
her diamonds and silks, and until 1867, when 
she died, she was a queen. 

“I'd average a robbery about twice a 
week about that time. My operations were 
mostly around the Dig stores. 

‘In 1869 I tackled my first safe+cracking 
ob. Two others and 1 got $200,000 worth of 

nited States bonds. I1 got $20,000 of it as 
a starter and began to biow it in. I went 
abroad like a prince and lived up that $2,- 
000 in a very few weeks. Then I was 
caught and sentenced to five years. The 
rest of the bonds the police fuund in a mat- 
tress in a garret. 

“I’ve lost track of how many burglaries 
I’ve committed, but I think it’s about 600. 
I know I've realized over $300,000 in all, and 
think it’s probably half as much again. 
Whenever I wanted money. I stole. 

‘"The life is by no means of the dime novel 
gort. It gets to be hard work after the nov- 
elty wears off. If I could live over again 
I'd not touch even a pin that was not my 
own. It does not pay, 

“Still, I don’t know ®ow to prevent these 
burglaries. Virtue has so little reward. A 
man may Work faithfully for years and get 
maybe $20 or $30 a week. If he turns to 
crime he has a king’s income, even if he 
does go to jail now and then. At least, 
that’s the way it seems. 

“If I'd never gone to jail Y’d probably 
have stolen $1,000,000 worth. I got nearly 
half that in my 10 years. Wieur!tng from 
my maiority I'd have averaged an income 
of $20,000 a year. How many get that In a 
virtuous way? 

“When I get out I'll be 75, I suppose. 
What can I do then but die or go on rob- 
bing? Now there's a chance for some one 
to find a way for those of my kind—we who 
want to stop but can't.”

This, in Effect, Is the Law Enforced

LONDON, March 17.—With Lord Robert's 
successful advance through the Orange 
Free State the war feeling here is becoming

Cronwright Schreiner, who came to En- 
giand to advocate fair treatment of the 
Dutch majority in South Africa, has been 
threatened and ill-used by howling mobs of 
Jingves ii every city where he was an- 
nounced to address even private meetings 
of peace sympathizers. 
The Government, through the mouth of 
Arthur Belfour, has: formally palliated the 
Ciganized disturbance of peace meetings by 
informing their promoters that their only 
safe course is to discontinue the meetings, 
as their propaganda “exceeds the limits of 
human endurance.” 
During the past 10 days 20 meetings in 
different parts of the country have been 
bfoken up by jingoes with impunity. In 
eight other places riotous attacks were 
made on perfsons believed to be opposed to 
the war without even a peace meeting as @ 
pretext. In several! cites the peace party 
haus consented, on entreaty of the local au- 
thorities, to abandon projected meetings, 
knowing d-sturbances would ensue, and 
that the local police, either through sym- 
pathy with the disturbers or from fear of 
running counter to mob violence, would af- 
ford them no protection. 
Freedom uf speech on the subject of war 
is virtually suspenced througnout Great 
britain to-day, except for tthose who paint 
the Boers aS Savages end advocate their 
being reduced to a position of permanent 
inferiority. 
Kut the friends of peace are courageously 
pursuing their efforts, despite the license 
given io mob violence by ministerial con- 
nivanece.

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TRUSTS CREATED IN ENGLAND 


HOW THEY ARE CONDUCTED. 


Restrict Dealers to Handling Only 
Trust-Made Goods and the Poor. 
Men Think It’s Perfectly Right. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—In a report to 
the State Department, Consul Halstead, at 
Birmingham, England, says that trusts are 
created there without attracting public at- 
tention or causing alarm, and although no 
trouble ts taken to keep the fact from the 
public it is extremely rare that a voice Is 
raised against such combinations, 

These remarks are based on the recent 
formatian of a wall paper trust, with a cap- 
ital of nearly $30,000,000. Dealers are re- 
quired to buy all their stock from this com- 
bination and to sell no other for a period 
of about ten years, but latiiude is allowed 
within fixed !t!mits to certain dealers, whose 
trade actually requires them to use a@ cer- 
tain amount of foreign made paper. In 
such cases, however, the dealer is restrict- 
ed to a limlied number of designs, and 
must purchase the same through the com- 
bination, 


Consul Wilbour of Dublin, In discussing 
the same matter in a report to the departe 
ent, says that In arder for American wall 
paper to eer +45, it would seem to be neve 
essary for the United States makers to 
reach some agreement with the combinae 
tion. He says there !s a class of pape® 
made in the United States which Its imle 
tated in Great Britain and Germany, but 
not'so good. These papers are in gloss 
satin finish and can be sold at reasonable 
prices, while the !mitations cost very mucB 
more. In omer to suit the English merees 
the American papers should made 
inches wide, instead of 18, and 12 yards 
long, instead of nine yards.

With the junction 
of the Red Sea and the Mediterranean it 
became as unfashionable as Cape Horn will 
be when the Nicaragua Canal 1s open for 
business. 


Cronje and his 4000 burghers will almost 
double the population, which shadow 
of what it was in the pre-canal period. 

One of the most interesting residents

in charge of Longwood, Napoleon's home. 
There he lives with his family, religiously 
preserving all mementoes of the Emperor.

St. Helena! The name spells tragedy. In

{s from the world—1200 miles from the coast 
or Africa, 1800 miles from South America, 
the same from Cape Town, 4030 miles from 
London, of which it has been a dependency 
for 20 years.

The most secure place for Cronje upon 
his arrival at Cape Town was deemed on 
board a British ship, but this form of im- 
prisonment promptly called out continental] 
criticism, and possibly on that account, but 
more probably with a view to the greatest 
possibile security against rescue, the famous 
Boer is now to be sent to Great Britain's 
midocean prison, where escape will be im- 
possib.e.

SCIENTISTS TO TOUR ALASKA. 


Woman Will Accompany the Party 
and Several Novel Experiments 
Are in Prospect. 


NEW YORK. March 17.—BDight hundred 
miles. more or less, across the icy wastes of 
Alaska into the heart of the Kiondike by 
automobile. This is the task that three 
scientific Frenchmen, who arrived on 
L/ Aquitaine from Havre this week, have set 
out to accomplish. 

These daring travelers are E. Janne de 
Lamare, an officer in the French Academy 
of Arts and I«tters; E. Crom, a journalist, 
and M. R. Merville, champion motor-cy- 
clist of the world and member of the Na- 
tional Conservatory of Arts. MM. de La- 
mare and Crom have been to the Klondike 


before. 

A woman already known to Klondike 
fame and fortune—Mrs. Roswell P. Hitch- 
cock, author and explorer—says that she 
will accompany the automobile expedition. 
Mrs. Hitchcock, who once conducted a par- 
ty to a treasure island in the frozen gold 
regions, also arrived on L’Aqultaine from 
a season in London. ’ 

The goid hunters brought with them an 
automoblie of five-horse power, which is 
run by gasoline, and a motor-tricycle of 
three-horse power, run by petroleum. 

In describing his plans, M. de Lamare 
said he intended to substitute runners for 
the rear wheels of his automobile and place 
a rim Wiin saw teeth on the front wheel. 
The power applied to the front wheel wil! 
enable the teeth to maintain a purchase 
on the i@, while the runners silde swiftiy 
along, imparting momentum to the auto- 
mobile sleigh. 

In the waka of the automobile will be 
dragged a sledge, on wh.ch are to be borne 
the camping outfit of the travelers, WD gai- 
lons Of gasoline, duplicates of the auto- 
mobile’s parts and a tandem bicycle, to be 
used for exercise or Warming up. 

It is intended to travel from 
rail and pass to Bennet Lake where the 
automobile journey proper will begin. From 
Bennet Lake the route will be to Atlin 
City, a distance of 112 miles. This stage 
M. de Lamare hopes to ar ‘complish in one 
day. From Atlin to Vawson the distance is 
650 miles. 

On os return trip from Dawson in the 
fall. de Lamare will transform his auto- 
a into another type of conveyance. 
He will place the driving wheel machinery 
of his automobile within a canoe, substi- 
tute paddies for wheels and sail by gaso- 
line power to St. Michael's.

DEATH OF FACTORY EMPLOYE. 
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PLUNGED DOWN FOUR STORIES. 


Machine Pitched the Reckless Youth 
Over an Elevator Gate and 
Then Followed Him. 


NEW. YORK. March 17.—Headlong four 
Stories down an elevator shaft to his death 
a refractory steam automobile, wheels 
spinning, plunging after him, was the fate 
to-day of Jerome Van Valkenburg. The 
fault lay with the driver § altogether—a 
youth in the repair shop of the Locomobile 
(Co. of America, at Broadway and Seventy- 
sixth street—whose ambition to become an 
operator led him to open against orders the 
throttle of a partially disabled machine. 

The repair shops of the Locomobile Com.- 
pany are on the tourth floor of the bullding. 
On the east side is a large elevator used for 
raising and lowering the vehicles between 
salesroom and repair shop. At each floor 
the shaft is guarded by heavy iron tele- 
scope gates. 

It is a rule of the company that no ma- 
chines shall be run about the building un- 
der their own é6team. This afternoon a 
vehicle needing repairs to its running gear 
was elevated to the fourth floor and “jacked 
up’? on trestles to enable Foreman McLean 
to test the mechanism. Van Valkenburg, a 
tall slender youth, about 19 years old, looked 
on. When the foreman had finished his ex- 
amination he ordered the boy to push the! 
machine over to the sink on the opposite 
side of the building and “blow off’ the 
boiler. 

A few inoments later McLean heard the 
machine approaching. To his amazement 
Van Valkenburg was sitting on the body 
of the vehicle astride the controlling ap- 
paratus, with his back toward the rear 
wheels, vet steering it backward 
the supports of the floor above toward tne 
s.nk. It was a reckless feat, which an ex- 
pert would not have dreamed of under- 
taking. 

As the boy neared the sink he was unable 
to reduce the speed of the vehicle, owing 
to the cramped condition in whien he sat 
with the levers hanging’ Sisjoiaed between 
his knees. So he made a turn to the left. 
The fron pate of the elevator shaft was 
directly tn his path. 

The boy jumped when within two yards 
of the gate. But he clung to the levers in 
a last effort to save the machine.

He told the convention that such 
me:hods as these would result in Republic- 
an defeat. Closing his speech he said: 

‘‘President Harrison was defeated by the 
postmasters and the postmasters will de- 
feat McKinley.”’ 

The convention instructed for Kerens 
for National Committeeman. This is a set- 
back for Charles Nage!, who is supposed to 
be a receptive candidate for this honor. 

In the primary at Marshall, which is in 
the Seventh District, the Kerens people 
did not fare eo well. A. L. Jurden, a rela- 
tive of 8S. W. Jurden, is postmaster at 
Marshall, and he led the fight for Mr. Ke- 
rens. He was defeated. 

Probably the most significant of these 
fights was that in Boone County, which

INFORMATION FOR VOTERS. 


Legislative Record on the Measure Au- 
thorizing the Great Trust 
Formed in St. Louis. 


In the counties of the State, and in the 
cities of St. Louls and Kansas City, the 
time for the selection of candidates for the 
Legislature is approaching. The records of 
members of the last General Assembly are 
interesting at this time as a guide to vot- 
ers. One of the laws passed by the Demo- 
cratic Legislature of 1899, which was most 
far-reaching in its effects, and which ex- 
cited a disecusson which 1s still going on, 
is the act permitting the consolidation of 
street railways. 

This act permitted the consolidation by a 
Syndicate of all the street railways in St. 
Louis, save one. The syndicate immedl- 
ately more than doubled the capitalization 
of the individual companies in the combine, 
raising it from about $37,000,000 to $90,000,-

000. Gov. Stephens eigned this bill, not- 


withstanding the protests of those who saw 
in it a trust measure whose operation would 


be dangerous. 

In view of these facts a review of the 
passage of the bill and the names of those 
who helped to make it law are interest- 
ing. 

The bill was introduced in the Senate on 
April 20, 1899, by Senator John F. Morton 
as a revised bill, and was numbered 8& On 
April 27 it was read the second time and re- 
ferred to the Commitiee on Private Corpor- 
ations, which is composed of the following: 
Morton, chairman; Lyons, Vandiver, 
Haynes, Dowell, Drum and Matthews. 

On April 28 it was reported from the com- 
mittee favorably, with an amendement. On 
April 29 it was called up for engrossment 
and was laid over informally. On May lit 
was ordered engrossed. On May 3 it was 
reported from the Committee on Engrossed 
Bills, On May 4 it was laid over infor- 
mally. On May 11 Morton moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the bill 
had been sent to engrossment. This pre- 
vailed. Senator Drabeile of St. Louis, who 
had always claimed that he was opposed 
to the bill, offered three amendments to it, 
and then moved that it be ordered to en- 
grossment. 

On May 12 the bill was reported a second 
time from the Committee on Engrossed 
Bills, That afternoon Morton moved a sus- 
pension of the rules, and the bill was taken | 
up for third reading and passage. It passed, 
the following senators voting for it:

It was read the first time the same day. 
On May 16 it was read the second time and 
referred to the Committ e on Private Cor- 
porations, composed of the following: Cole, 
chairman; Nesbit, Brooks, Brown, Phillips, 
Amick and Maekey. 

On May 17 Cole reported the bill favor- 
ably. In the afternoon Brown of the com- 
mittee made a minority report unfavorable 
to the measure. 

On May 18 Wight of Randolph County, 
who is a candidate for the nomination for 
Senator, moved that the bill be read a 
third time and placed upon its passage. 
Pope of Cole offered two amendments, the 
first one reducing fares to strap passengers 
and providing more definitely for transfers, 
and the second simply fixing the fare at 
6 cents and —— for transfers.

Partisan editors are too apt to color what 
passes through their hands, to suit their 
pecullar views, or if that is Impossible, to 
suppress it altogether, to be of any use to 
those who prefer their news “straight.”’ 

Once admit their right to censorship and 
we cut ourselves off from much we might 
wish to know.

The Transvaal was founded in 1836 by the 
Dutch who were dissatisfied with English 
rule in Cape Colony.

. II. 

Revolt of ’80 and 
Convention of ’81. 

From the date of the annexation began 
the struggle of the Boers for independ- 
ence. This struggle went on with many 
conferences and clashes until in December, 
1880, a mass meeting of the Boers was held 
at Paardeksaal—now Krugersdorp—and it 
was resolved to rise in arms; the South 
African Republic was proclaimed, the na- 
tional flag hoisted on Dec. 16 and the va- 
rious detachments of British troops scat- 
tered through the country were attacked. 
After the battles of Laing’s Nek and Ma- 
juba Hill, in which the Boers were success- 
ful, an armistice was ordered from London, 


and the subsequent negotiations resulted in 
the ‘‘convention of 1881” signed at Pretoria 
in August of that year. By this convention 
the territory is to be called the “Transvaal 
State,”’ and is given ‘“‘complete self-govern- 
ment, subject to the suzerainty of Her Maj- 
esty,”’ the extent of that suzerainty being 
expressly defined in the articles of the con- 
vention and in gubstance as follows; 

1. The right to appoint a British resident 
whose duties are expresely defined. 

2. The right to move troops through the 
state in time of war. 

3. The control of the external relations of 
the said State, includ! the conclusion of 
treaties and the conduct of diplomatic in- 
tercourse with foreign powers. 


IIL 
Suzerainty &tricken 
Out in 1884. 

Notwithstanding the very large measure 
of independence secured under the conven- 
tion of 1881, the Boers were not satisfied 
and struggled for complete independence. 
In 184 the British Government, through 
Lord Derby, then Colonial Minister, agreed 
to reopen negotiations in London, and in 
February, 1884, the ‘London convention” 
was signed. From this convention the word 
“suzerainty,’”” to which the Boers strenu- 
ously objected, was stricken out, the name 


‘Transvaal State’ is to be changed to the 
‘South African Republic,” and the ‘Brit- 
iah resident” gives way to a British officer, 
who may be appointed to discharge ‘‘func- 
tions analogous to those of a consular of- 
ficer.”” By this instrument the contro] of 
the foreign policy of the new republic was 
cut down to a provision that it should ‘‘con- 
clude no treaty with any State or nation 
other than the Orange Free State, nor with 
any native tribe to the eastward or west- 
ward of the republic” without the approval 
of the Queen. It is hot claimed that there 
is a line or a word in the convention which 
gives England any right to interfere in any 
manner th the internal affairs of the re- 
public, and whatever rights England bh 
concerning the South African Republic 
must be found tn the convention of 1834, for 
it superseded all proses conventions and 
is as solemn and binding an instrument as 
two nations could devise. 


IV. 
Chamberlain’s 
Declaration. 

If there could be the elightest doubt about 
the piain language of the convention of 1884 
that doubt was long ago dispelied by men 
in a position to know—by even Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the Colonial Secretary, himself. 

At the time of the Jameson raid Mr. 
Chamberlain, Colonial Secretary, in a dis- 
patch declared the Transvaal Republic to 
be “a foreign state, a foreign power, with 
which Her Majesty is at peace and in treaty 
relations.’’ Again in February, 1896, on the 
floor of the House Mr. Ohamberlajn said: 
“IT do not say that under the terms of the 


convention Wwe are entitled to force reforms 
on President Kruger, but we are entitled to 
give him friendly counsel, * * * If this 
friendly counsel was not well received, 
there was not the slightest intention on the 
part of Her Majesty's Government to press 
it, © * * [ am perfectly wiking to with- 
draw it and to seek a different sojution if 
it should not prove acceptab.e to the Pres- 
ident. The rights of our action under the 
convention are limited to the offering of 
friendly counsel, in the rejection of which 
if it is not accepted, we must be quite will- 
ing to acquiesce.” . 

In May of the same year he said: ‘‘In some 
quarters the idea is put forward that the 
Government ought to have issued an ultl- 
matum to President Kruger, an ultimatum 
which would have certainly been rejected 
and which must have ied to war. Sr, 1 do 
not propose to discuss such a contingency 
as that. A war in South Africa weuild be 
one of the most serious wars that could 
possibly be waged. It wou.d be in the na- 
ture of a civil war; {t would be a long war 
a bitter war. and a costly war. It wouk 
leave behind it the embers of a strife which 
I believe generations would hardfy be long 
to extinguish. To go to war with 
President Kruger in order to force upon him 
reforms in the internal affairs of his State, 
in which Secretaries of State, standing in 
this place, have repudiated all right of inter- 
ference—that would be a course of action 
as immoral] as it would have been unwise.”’ 

From the plain language of the convention 
and from the interpretation placed upen it 
by successive Eng .ish ministers, it is p’ain 
that the Transvaal Republic, so far as all 


‘its internal aflairs are concerned, is as tnde- 
‘pendent as the United States, with the same 


right to extend or withhold the suffrage, to 
impose taxes, to grant concessions, that 
any Independent government has,

VI. 
Reassertion of the 
Right of Suzerainty. 

On March 2, 1899, in reply to a question 
as to Great Britain's riget to intervene in 
the affairs of the Transvaal, Mr. Cham- 
cerlain from h‘s seat in Parliament said: 
“There are certain cases where we can in- 
tervene in Transvaal affairs: 

‘1. In the first place, we may intervene 
if there is any breach™of the convention. 

“2 There is no doubt we should have the 
usual right of interference if * * * the 
treatment of British subjects in the Trans- 
vaal was of such a nature as would give 
us the right to ‘nterfere as to the treat- 
ment of British subjects in France or Ger- 
many. 

“g Then there is only one other case— 
the third case. We can make friendly 
recommendations to the Transvaal for the 
benefit of South Africa generally and in 
the interests of peace.” eee 

In concluding Mr. Chamberlain said: I 
do not feel at the moment that any case 
nas arisen which wouid justify me in tak- 
ing the strong action suggested. 

aving ascertained the rights of England 
under theeconvention as interpreted by all 
the British ministers and by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, what follows? Intervention and 
demands absolutely inconsistent with Eng- 
land’s rights as defined by Mr, Chamber- 
lain himseif. 

1. A demand that the Uitlanders shall be 
admitted to citizenship after five years 
residence. ; 

2, The recognition of England's suzeraint 
and right to intervene in the internal af- 
fars of the South African ge eee 

The Boers y;jelded the first demand, but 
peu not yleld the second. Step by step 
Ingland forced the Boers to the wall in the 
negotiations which followed, and __ finally 
when the Boers, to preserve the independ- 
ence they had won under the convention of 
1884 and which they had enjoyed without 
question for 14 years, showed a disposition 
to yield everything, Eng.and spec'?fically in- 
sisted upon the long-abandoned suzerainty 
and upon the right to intervene in the in- 
ternal affairs of the republic.

VIL. 
The Republics 
Pushed to the Wall. 

In the spring of 1899, at the request of En- 
gland, President Kruger, Sir Alfred Milner, 
as high commissioner for England, and the 
President of the Orange Free State, met at 
Bloemfontein in friendly conference. Pres- 
ident Kruger “‘proposed that certain of the 
matters jn dispute should be submitted to 
arbitration.” Sir Alfred Milner was obliged 
to answer, in effect, that on any matter of 
real importance there should be no arbitra- 
tlon betwsen a suzerain etate and its de- 
pendency.” 

Pending the conference, on July 2, 1899, 
the Boers did pass a seven years’ franchise 
law, hoping thereby to satisfy England. 

On Aug. 2, 1899, Sir Alfred Milner tele- 
graphed Mr. Chamberlain tho full text of 
the concessions finally made by the Trans- 
vaal, granting: 

1. Five years’ retrospective franchise, as 
proposed by England, June 1, 1899. 

2. Eight new seats for the Uitlanders in 
the first Volksraad and additional] seats in 
the second if nevessary. 

3. Equal rights to vote for President and 
Commandant-General. 

4. This Jovernment will always be pre- 
pared to take into consideration such 
friendly suggestions regarding the details 
of the franchise law ae Her Majesty's 
Government, through the British agent, 
may wish to convey to it, 

56. In putting forward the above propos- 
als the Government of the South African 
Republic assumes (a) that Her Majesty's 
Government will agree that the present 
intervention shall not form a precedent 
for future similar action, and that in fu- 
ture no intarference in the internal affairs 
of the republic will take place; (b) that 
Her Majesty’s Government will not fur- 
ther ineist om the assertion of the sugzerain- 
ty, the controversy on the subject being 
ailowed tacitly to drop. 


VIII. 
England’s Final 
Position Taken. 
These proposals Mr. Chamberiain, Aug. 2, 
accepted substantially as made as. satisfac- 
tory, so far as the franchise question was 


concerned, but added: ““‘With regard to the 
conditions of the government of the South 


African Republic, as regards intervention, 
Her Majesty’s government hopes that the 
fulfillment of the promises made and the 
just treatment of the Uitlanders in the fu- 
ture will render unnecessary any further 
intervention in their behalf, but Her Maj- 
esty’s government cannot, of course, debar 
themselves from their rights under the con- 
ventions or divest themselves of the ordi- 
nary obligations of a civilized power to pro- 
tect its subjects in a foreign country from 
injustice.’’ 


With regard to the suzerainty he refers 
to his dispatch of July 13. 
significantly: “‘Her Majesty’s government 
also desires to remind the government of 
the South African Republic that there are 
other matters of difference between the two 
governments, which will not be settled by 
the grant of political representation to the

This led to the Boer ultimatum of Tves- 
day, Oct. 10, requiring England to withdraw 
the troops which she was rapidly massing 
upon the frontiers of the South African He- 
public. Step by step the Boers had yielded 
every demand made by England short of 
surrendering the Independence which they 
had achieved in the convention of 188%. In 
granting to the Uttlanderse the rights de- 
manded by Mr. Chamberlain they simply 
stipulated that England should not again 
interfere in their internal affairs, and that 
the matter of suzerainty should be allowed 
to drop. These stipulations Mr. Chamberluin 
declined, and England's final attitude was: 

1. The Boers must 
forms suggested.

TALK WITH CAPT. MITCHELL. 


There Will Be a Contest for Independ- 
ence and Then American Soldiers 
May Have to Be Withdrawn. 


Capt. D. D. Mitchell of 
Fifteenth United States Infantry, is the 
‘uest of Mr. J. Charless Cabanne, 4334 
Westminster place, this city. He has just 
returned from Cuba and will shortly return 
to his command at Governor’s Island, N. Y. 

The entire Fifteenth Kegiment bas been 
withdrawn from Cuba and will garrison 
Governor's Island, Plattsburg and Madison 
Barracks. 

Capt. Mitchell will shortly stand an ex- 
amination for promotion to major. During 
the Spanish War he was’ LdAeutenant- 
Colonel of the First Territorial Infantry, 
which passed the summer in cainp ai Lex- 
ington, Ky., and Ajbany, Ga. At the close 
of the war he returned to his regular army 
eommand and reported to Gen. Brooke at 
Havana. The Fifteenth Infantry was sta- 
tloned at Ciego de Avila in the province 
of Puerrto Principe and on the line of the 
famous f£panish trocha, extending from 
Jacaro on the north to San Fernando on 
the south, The regiment dfd garrison duty 
here for nine months and th-eough Gen. 
Wood was ordered back to the States. 

“The United States has at present be- 
tween | 10,00 and 11,000 men on duty in 
Cuba,’ said Capt. Mitchell. ‘“‘Just after the 
close of the war there were 25,0u0 men 
under arms -on the island, but mainiy 
through the influence of Governor-General

I 
know he was personally responsible for the 
relief of the Fifteenth, for which we are all 
grateful. 

“The census will be soon completed, and 
the first election will be held about the 
first of May. It may possibly be a few 
weeks later, but when I left indications 
were that it would be held about that time. 
The questions to be voted upon are officers 
of the new government and annexation to 
the United Statcs. 

“The Cubans in the city and in the coun- 
try are restless and seem to chafe under 
American occupation. They want us to 
get out, and it is the opinion of well-posted 
army ofifcers that we are going to ‘gil’ as 
soon ae the election -is over. Sentiment 
on the island seenie to meé to be overwheim- 
ingly in favor of absviute independence. 
What gratitude swayed the Cuban breust

“It has been stated in the

this State. Impatience 
over the delay in calling up the bill is man- 
ifested among the delegations throughout 
the entire Louisiana purchase territory and 
even among those from States not spe- 
cifically committed to the enterprise. 

One argument that is being widely and 
effectually used in favor of prompt action 
on the bill is that, if it could be passed a: 
once, the President's inviration to foreign 
‘nations to participate cauld be issued while 
the Paris Exposition was still in progress. 
This would greatly expedite the work of 
preparing for the St. Louis Fair, as most of 
the international exhibitors could be 
reached while at the French capital. 

The group chairmen and their assistants 
are necessarily somewhat hampered in the 
work of the recanvass by the absence of 
definite news’ from Washington. Several 
subscriptions tendered last week were ac- 
companied by a statement that if the bill 
went through, the amount would be dou- 
bled or trebled.. It was deemed best in 
these cases to defer action, and hence the 
actual returns do not indicate fairly the 
progress made in the local subscription 
fund. 

Mr. James F. Coyle, with his assistants, 
Messrs. Lyle and Diamant, secured a legal 
signature from-the Columbia Theater for 
$5000, which was conditionally promised sev- 
eral weeks ago. Messrs. Kurtzeborn & 
Sons, who in their individual capacity had 
subscribed personally, wrote Mr. Coyle 
as follows: ‘“‘Inclosed please find our sub- 
scription to the World’s Fair fund for $500. 
We are heartily tn favor of the fair and 
predict that it will be the greatest fair ever 


held in America.”” This increased sub- 
scription brings the total of augmented or 
second subscriptions since the commence- 
ment of the work up to 262. Promises of in- 
crease, conditional on the passage of the 
bill by Congress, are much more numerous 
than this, and in some cases the extra 
amounts promised are very large. Mr,

SHOE LASTERS ON A STRIKE. 


Trouble Between Workmen and the 
Ramlose Shoe Company. 


A labor disturbance amung shoe workers 
resulted vesterday from two men leaving 
the employ of the Ramlose Shoe Company, 
Eleventh and Monroe streets. They asked 
for higher wages and on being refused 
they left the employ of tne company, tak- 
ing with them several sympathizers. |New 
men have not been secured to take the 
places of the strikers. 

Work in the factory yesterday was al- 
most at a standstill for want of men, and 
although it is generally known in the neigh- 
borhood that new men can get employ- 
ment there none have appeared. is 
The Ramlose Shoe Company employes ‘15 
men in all of its various departments, and 
17 of these are not working. Monday one 
of the machine men employed in making 
the lasts demanded % cent more pay for 
every last he turned. Working a machine 
that turns out 450 lasts a day the increase 
in wages demanded would amount to $1.124¢. 
This demand was promptly refused and the 
emploves left. Later in the same day the 
man running the only other lasting ma- 
chine in the factory demanded the increase. 
He also was refused and left. 

The strikers’ places were filled Tuesday 
with new men, presumably non-union men. 
but this is not known positively, as the 
Ramlose factory does not make a point of 
asking its men whether they are union or 
not.

A Piece Has Found Its Way 
to This Country Through 
a Relic Theft. 


PARIS, March 12.

HE death of Guillaume Gambier revives in- 
i} terest in what was perhaps the most tragic 
tmeident of the Dreyfus affair. Gambier was 
@ non-commissioned officer of the French dra- 
goons—a biond, soldierly looking giant; an hon- 
est and earnest soul. 

It wae he who broke over his knee the sword of 
Dreyfus, a part of which has recently, by a cu- 
rious chance, found its way to America, and tore 
from his uniform al! insignia of rank when, in 
1896, the unfortunate officer was degraded in pub- 
lo. 

At that memorable moment the great helmeted 
d@ragoon, powerful and stern as the law, looked 
the very symbo! of justice. 

Yet in his heart that man was tortured by 
doubt—or rather by the conviction that he was 
made the instrument for a ghastly mistake. 

He firmly believed in the innocence of Dreyfus, 
and though he was a taciturn man and‘spoke lit- 
tle, no fear ever kept him from expressing his 
belief in plain words when the occasion arose. 


In a letter which he addressed to his old mother 
immediately after the degradation Gambler gave 
an excellent description of the dramatic cere- 
monies and spoke of the harrowing § struggle 
which took place within him when he was or- 
dered to do his part of the work. The letter has 
lately been published. The following extract from 
it is Intensely interesting:

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HOW TO MAKE GOOD BREA 
M 


RS. RORER’S talks on bread give 
the most complete directions for 
making it. In these talks she cov- 

ers the whole process of making several 

kinds in detail, so that each etep may be 
observed by the interested. 

“Some of us are not content to make 
bread just like our grandmothers did,’’ says 
Mrs. Rorer. “They used to make up thelr 
dough the night. before baking. We be- 
lieve that. like everything else, bread needs 
light, and we have not the time to wait 
so long before baking. It is better to make 
your sponge and bake soon after, letting 
not more than three or four hours inter- 
vene. I have done it In an hour and a 
half. If you are in a hurry, of course, 
you use more yeast, which, if handled 
right, will not give a bad taste.” 

Mrs. Rorer also gives some valuable ideas 
on the subject of flours, and on the value 
of whole wheat bread, on which she says 
a child should be fed at least once a day. 
She cautions housewives to stand erect 
while working, because it is the best po- 
sition. 

“Much kneading is not good for bread,” 
she says. “I can knead bread in three min- 
utes. Some of you tell a cook to knead 
bread for 15 minutes, and then find your 
bread is not fit to eat. The average cook 
keeps adding flour while kneading, but this 
should not be done, as dough well made 
can be kneaded without extra flour. 

“Cornmeal is very easily digested, though 
it requires a great deal of cooking. We 
usually either cook it long or cook it sev- 
eral times, for we scald the meal and give 
it a second cooking when we use ft In a 
batter. Cornmeal in wheat bread keeps it 
sweet and moist. Whole wheat flour and 
Graham flour have no relation whatever, 
though many people mistake the one for 
the other. Graham flour containg bran, 
and is medicinal and not good for daily

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD.—Pour one pint 
of boiling water into a pint of milk. When 
lukewarm, add a yeast cake dissolved and 
sufficient fiour to make a batter; beat 
thoroughly. Cover and stand in @ warm 
place two and ae half hours; then add euf- 
ficient flour to muke a dough. Knead; put 
at once into greased pans, stand in a warm 
place for one hour. Bake In moderate oven 
three-quarters of an hour. 

WHITE BRBAD.—Pour e pint of boilmg 
water into a pint of milk. When lukewarm 
add one yeest cake dissolved and sufficient 
flour to make a dough. Knead until it 
loses ‘ts etickiness and becomes elastic. 
Put back foto the bowl; stand m a warm 
place unti]) it doubies its bulk (about 
three hours); then bake in @ moderately 
quick oven a half hour.

OSBDS, beautiful roses, to be worn at 
R throat or belt of fashion'’s favorites, 
raised in the grounds of a city prison 
by women of the slums confined for misde- 
meanor! Chicago Is going to do it. Un- 
fortunates who find thelr way to the House 
of Correction in the Western metropolis 
are to be put to work cultivating flowers 
for the market. 

The !dea originated with Supt. Sloan, who 
has charge of the tnstitution, and he has 
looked ahead before trying the experiment 
to the extent of enlisting the assistance of 
many women of social position in that city. 
When the proposition was laid before them 
assurances Were general. Leaders in the 
social world expressed pleasure at the idea 
of buying flowers from the institution. 

With this understanding, Mr. Sloan went 
ahead, and has just bullt three greenhouses, 
each 75 by 15 feet, covering 4000 square feet 
of ground. It is his purpose to employ in 
the work the most hardened women who 
are committed to his care, and he bellevos 
that ft will have a more softening and bene- 
ficial effect upon them than the heavier la- 
bor in the laundry, which Is usually selected 
for women prisoners. Mr. Sloan says: 

“I am sure that my experiment will 
prove a success. l have seen these wom- 
en, after all aorts of hard work, sent to 
their cells at night so tired that one would 
think they would tmmediately want to rest. 
But it was almost impossible to keep them 
still They wanted to bandy words in no 
choice language with their cellmates and 
immediate neighbors, and when they left 
tHe House of Correction they were apt to 
bé worse than when they arrived. There 
seemed to be no possibile hope of reforming 
them.” 

How Mr. Sloan got the idea of trying fiorl. 
culture as a refining influence on hard- 
ened womanking is of pathetic interest, 
He says: —<. :

LL that remains of the earthly body 
A of Abraham Lincoln is at present ly- 
ing in a metallic casket in a crude 
wooden box in a temporary vault in Oak 
Ridge Cemetery. The only preparation 
which had been made for the removal of 
the body from the bed of cement in which 
it had rested for 18 years, was the prepara- 
tion of the vault so that it might be robber 
proof. 


The removal of the body was made nec- 
essary by the fact that the monument, 
which it took 15 years to build, and which 
was completed only 17 years ago, had to 
be torn down because of the shifting of the 
base of thé knoll on which the great shaft 
rested. 

When the casket was taken from the 
cement the outer wooden box was, as might 
have been expected, badly decayed. No 
other box had been prepared, and the 
wooden box in which the body of the great 
emancipator is now resting was made with 
@a hatchet, a saw, a few nails and some un- 
planed boards. It was constructed upon 
the ground within a few feet of the tomb, 
as were five similar boxes in which were 
placed the decayed caskets containing the 
remains of Mrs. Lincoln, the three song and

the grandson. The matter of providing at 
least a respectable wooden box, with which 
to encase the Lincoln coffin, was of so lit- 
tle consequence that the matter was not 
even thought of. 


The body and that of the other members 
of the family will remain in the temorary 
vault about a year, by which time it fs ex- 
pected the monument will be rebuilt. In 
order that it may never tumble down 
again, the foundation will be laid on bed- 
rock, which it is believed will be found at 
a depth of about 3% feet. The new monu- 
ment will be just as near a counterpart of 
the one now being removed as possible, ex- 
cept that it will be 15 feet higher. 


This is the seventh spot on which Lin- 
coln’s remains have rested since they were 
brought to Springfleld after his assassina- 
tion on April 14, 1865. Upon their arrival 
here they were taken from the C. & A. 
depot to the Hall of Representatives, in 
the State House, and there remained in 
state for several days. From Representa- 
tive Hall they were taken to Oak Ridge 
Cemetery and placed in the temporary re- 
ceiving vault of the cemetery, where they 
were under a guard of soldiers for a long 
time. The body was next removed to a 
temporary vault on the side of a hill.

While here an attempt was made to steal 
the casket. After this the remains were 
secretly conveyed to ths south side of the 
monument, carried chrougn Mem 9-ial Hall 
and three wel-Known gentiem n wero se- 
lected from the Lincoln guaré of honor to 
secrete the casket. These three persons 
took the body into the superstructure of the 
monument and hid ‘t in a narcow passures6 
between two brick walls, which formed a 
part of the foundation of the monument; 
this constituted the fourth removeal. Ts 
remains were removed a fifth time thirteen 
years ago, when they were taken from be- 
tween the walls and placed in Memorial 
Hal. Here the casket was opened for the 
purpose of identification. The eixth re- 
moval occurred when the casket was placed 
in the bed of cement, from whicn it was re- 
moved Saturday. Mrs. Linco!n is aiso 
buried in the cement beside the grave of 
husband. When the remains are 
placed in the monument they will have been 
disturbed from seven resting places 
coming to Springfield. 

Several persons declare that ingoln’s re- 
mains were once placed in a vault on the 
ground now occupied by the State Capitol 
building, but this is untrue. Just after

Great disintegration and decay has taken 
place in the caskets and contents during 
the past few years. For a week workmen 
dug in a bed of salid concrete, {in an endeav- 
or to locate the remains of the Great 
Emanclipator and his wife. For days the 
odor was so bad that the workmen could 
remain in the excavation they were making 
but a few minutes at a time, when they 
would be forced to come aut for fresh alr. 
That this came from the two bodies buried 
deeply in the cement there is no doubt. The 
moisture had soaked through the cement 
and had formed a frost, possible an inch 
thick, around the casket In which Lincoln 
was buried. This maisture is undoubtedly 
responsible for the advanced state of decay 
in which the cedar casket was found. For- 


tunately, Lincoln’s body was buried in a 
metallic coffin made of lead and copper, and 
were it not for this fact, the probabilities 
are that the remains could not have been 
transferred to a temporary resting place in- 
tact. 

Since the attempt by vandals to steal 
Lincoln's remains in 1876, the casket has 
not been exposed to view. Previous to that 
time all visitors at the monument could 
look upon the casket from outside the iron 
Plans are now being considered 
a view of placing the casket so that 
it can be seen, and at the same time be safe 
from further efforts to steal it. It is be- 
lieved that bv placing the casket above 
ground it will nat disintegrate and corrode 
so rapidly. 

When the other coffins were removed that 
of the infar son was so badly decayed 
that the hottom came out and the small 
skeleton was exposed to view. It was placed 
back in the casket in which a metal bottom 
was piaced. 

The temporary vault {s constructed in 
such a manner that half a dozen persons 
could not reach Lincoln's remains in many 
hours. The vault is surrounded by a stone 
wall two feet thick and strongly cemented 
with mortar... The cap stone covering 
weighs five tons, and was placed with a 
steam derrick. The vault contains two 
decks. In the bottom Lincoln’s remains 
and those of his wife lie side by side. In 
the upper deck are the remains of the three 
sons and the grandson. The question of 
opening the casket before the transfer to 
the temporary vault was raised, but it was 
decided not to do so. It may be opened 
before being placed in the new tomb. 

The monument which is just being torn 
down to make place for the new one was 
100 feet high. Work for the foundation wag 
begun in 1869, and the construction of the 
monument was continued at intervals until 
1883, when the last group of statuary was 
put in place, At the base, the monument 
was 72% feet from east to west, and 119% 
from north to south. The stones were 
brought from the quarries at Biddleford, 
Me., taken to Quincy, Mass., where they 
were dressed, then shipped to Springfield 
The total cost of this monument, including 
the statuary, was $215,000. It was dedicated 
Oct. 15, 1874. The architéct was Larkin G 
Mead. ,

The tomb proper was in the north end of 
the monument. Six crypts were arranged 
side by side when the five members of the 
Lincoln family who have already died, were 
originally placed. In the center crypt were 
the remains of Lincoln. On the end of this 
casket, now that it has been exposed to 
view, may be seen in a semi-circle his im- 
mortal words, ‘“‘With malice toward none; 
with charity for all.” On the left of this 
crypt were the remains of his wife, and on 
the right, side by side, his three sons—Ed- 
ward, who died before the war; William 
Wallace, who died at the White House at 
the age of 12, and Thomas, or Tad, who 
died in Chicago several years later at the 
age of 18. The unoccupied crypt was for 
Col. Robert T. Lincoln. 


At the south end of the base of the 
monument was memorial hall Here was a 
bust of Lincoln, a cast of his right hand 
with which he wrote the emancipation 
proclamation, one of the old chairs from 
his law office, eurveying instruments which 
he used in early life in the regions round 
about Springfield, the powder horn worn 
by his grandfather, Abraham Lincoln dur- 
ing the revolutionary war as a soldier from 
Virginia, and a variety of other valuable 
reilcs. 


There were four flights of stairs leading 
from the ground to the terrace which was 
the top of the catacomb and memorial hall; 
on this as a base was constructed a pedes- 
tal which eupported the monument, four 
groups of war etatuary and the statue of 
Lincoln, 


At the top of the stairs was a wide walk 
running around the stone tower. The first 
thing here that attracted the eye was a line 
of forty ashlars, each in the form of a 
shield, reaching around the second section 
of the base. It was intended to suggest the 
union of the States, and on each of thirty- 
seven ashlars was the name of a State, 
commencing with Virginia and then in the 
order of thelr arrangement in colonies. 
After these, beginning with Vermont, was 
the names of the other States in their order 
of admission to the union. The line ended 


with Nebraska, which wags the last State 
admitted when the monument was com- 
pleted. On the other three ashlarsa were the 
letters U. 6, A, 


The statue of Lincoln stood on a pedestal 
which was thirty-five feet from the ground. 
This was unveiled the day that the monu- 
ment was dedicated. The statue fs 10 feet 
$14 tnches fn height and weighs 4802 pounds. 
In the left hand is the emancipation proc- 
lamation which Lincoln is offering to the 
colored race; in the right hand ts a pen, 
his right arm resting upon a table covered 
with the stars and stripes; this is to repre- 
sent that he has just signed the immortal 
document. The United States coat of arms 
below the statue represents the American 
eagle breaking the chain of slavery. 


Just above the belt of States, on the four 
corners, rested the war groups. The in- 
fantry group was on a pedestal 28 feet 4 
inches high and was assigned the post of 
honor which was the advance, on the right 
of the statue. This group represents a 
body of soldiers on the march with their 
arms and baggage, expecting every mo- 
ment to engage in battle. They have been 
fired upon by the enemy and the color 
bearer killed. The captain has picked up 
the flag with his right hand, and, pointing 
to the enemy with his left, orders a bayonet 
charge; a private soldier with musket in 
hand ig obeying the order; the drummer 
boy loosens his cap, throws away his hav- 
ersack, puts his drum sticks on the Keeper 
and with revolver in hand engages in the 
confilct. An exploded shell at the officer’s 
feet tells the story of battles fought on the 
same ground, The figures are life size. 


The cavalry group pictures a battle scene 
and held the second position of honor, hav- 
ing been on the corner of the left of the 
statute. The trumpeter, mortally wounded 
has fallen from his horse; a comrade comes 
to his asstance, and while giving him sup- 
port, is, with sword in hand, warding off 
the blows of the enemy. The horse is al- 
most ummanageable; nervous and excited, 
with nostrils distended and mane waving, 
he tries in vain to break away from his 


late rider, who retains a death grip on the 
reins. It is an exciting scene, true to real 
ty on many a hard fought field. 

These four groups formed the four corners 
of a square from the center of which rose 
a plain shaft of granite 100 feet high, wit® 
a spira) staircase inside going to the tom 
Lincoln's statue in front, in conjunctio® 
with the groups, made a unique and #uge 
gestive design. 

The statue and the four’ groups cass 
$13,700 each. The infantry group weighs 
7609 pounds, and the money to pay for it wag 
raised for the most part in Chicago. The 
naval group weighs 7862 pounds, and the 
money to pay for it was raised by former 
Gov. Edward D. Morgan of New York 
136 of his mercantile friends. Thesg 
groups were put in position on September, 
1877. The artillery group weighs 8% 4 
the cavalry group 600, The former 
piaced in position on the old monument 
April, 1882 and the latter in March, 1883, AM 
the statuary is orange-colored bronze and 
made a pleasing contrast to the light-¢ol- 
ored stone, 


On election night, 1876, an attempt Was 
made by two men to steal the body. J.C. 
Powers was the custodian at the time. He 
had received intimation that such an @t- 
tempt would be made and watched with the 
utmost diligence for several! nights. On the 
night mentioned he was aroused by hear- 
ing the nolse of hammers and hastily 
rushed to the door of the sepulcher. But 
the vandals heard him coming and escaped, 
They had already forced the door into the 
tomb and were at work on the casket. They 
were captured later and inasmuch 4a 
the laws of MIllinoils did nod 
any punishment for those who stole the 
dust of her dead, a case was made out for 
breaking the lock of the sepulcher and they 
were sent to the penitentiary for one year. 
Some months after this the members of the 
Lincoln Guard of Honor took the casket 
and buried it in six feet of cement beneath 
the crypt. It was from this spot that it 
was taken March 10 of this year and placed 
in a vault where it will remain unti) the 
new monument {s completed. 


SPRING BIRDS HERE AND SNOW 


The St. Louis Observer in the Line of Ornithologists 


Who Trace the Migrations of Birds Tells of 
the First Spring Arrivals. 


HE first birds of spring have 
ik from the South. Otto Widmann, or- 
nithologist, who lives at Old Orchard, 
mear St. Louis, is one of a long line of ob- 
eervers who watch the migratian of birds 
from Canada to the Gulf and report the 
progress of individuals and flocks to each 
other. No bird cam move but the Keen eyes 
of the observers see and record his wan- 
dering. For the readers of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch Mr. Widmann has written the fol- 
lowing account of the first arrivals:

PRING is coming! Robin Redbreast Is 

S on the lawn and the dear old carol of 

the bluebird says so in the air. From 

the field announces it the welcome song of 

the meadowlark, and passing troops of 

blackbirds carry the news to others farther 
north. 


Hardly half of the snow had left the 
ground, and the effects of the terrible bliz- 
gard of the last days of February were still 
visible everywhere, when on Sunday, March 
4, the first robin alighted in our orchard. 
It was not “a’’ robin; it was “‘our’’ robin, 
who had returned to its breeding station, 
and when he comes he comes to stay. No 
amount of bad weather, snow or cold can 
drive him back again. He muy be alone the 
first few days, but he knows his mate will 
join him soon, and then together they will 
brave all vicissitudes of weather. 

On the 8th we had our first really warm 
day and old Mr. Robin knew what it meant 
for him. He began to sing at half voice, as 
if in expectancy. Next morning Mrs. 
Robin had joined him and he raised his 
voice in jubilation. 


In old robins the sexes look very much 
alike, the red breast of the female being 
hardly less intense than tha‘ 
but the black of the head 
lighter. 


The oldest birds of all species are always 
the first to return to their breeding 
grounds; the birds raised the preceding 
year, known by much ligmer and even dit- 
ferent colors, arrive several weeks later. 
To be so early on the ground gives the old

robin not only an advantage in the selection 
of his particular domain and nesting site 
but also time enough to rear three broods 
in one season. When the last brood is raised 
all quit the breeding grounds and join oth- 
ers of their kind, roving through the coun- 
try in search of their favorite diet, wild 
fruit, until the cold winds of Navember 
drive them to more Southern regions. 


All the great hordes of Northern robins 
which come through here in October winter 
in the Southern States, where they are 
considered game and killed by the thou- 
sands. Near the Gulf Coast they appear 
about Nov. 15, and a month later are found 
there in great numbers. Fortunately, they 
are there not the confiding creatures they 
are here or else only few would return, But 
not all leave Missouri in the fall. Many re- 
main in our State all winter, some even in 
he northern part of it. Since they are wild 
birds and never visit our breeding grounds 
we must suppose that they are visitors 
from the North, who spend the winter here, 
trooping through our heavily timbered bot- 
tomland and roosting, blackbird fashion, on 
the ground amidst the shelter of tangled 
reeds and grasses. ° 


With the wintering bluebirds of our re- 
gion it is entirely different. When the great 
flocks of bluebirds, which pass through here 
in the fall, try to carry along with them 
our oWn contingent, not all depart; some of 
our bluebirds, old birds, old pairs some- 
times, stay behind and brave the rigars of 
a Missouri winter. They do not by any 
means remain on their breeding 
grounds during the winter. Retir-

dreams of spring; they may even inspect 
their boxes as if thoughts of domestic bliss 
had already entered their heads, but they 
know better; only a few hours of this 
dream ami they are gone again, perhaps 
not to be seen {n many weeks. But when 
they come regularly every day as they do 
now since the warm weather set in on the 
Sth of this month they know that spring is 
on the threshold and that the happy season 
of nestbuilding is really approaching fast. 
Those that are already paired are looking 
for a home, the others for a mate. 

All ‘those who left their Northern home 
for a sojourn in the South are now slowly 
coming back. Every morning the wander- 
ing voice of the bluebird is drifting northe 
ward. When March has come, bluebird as 
well as robin are only waiting for the dis- 
appearance of the snow to proceed to their 
Northern home; if adverse weather does not 
check their advance the fearless wanderers 
press on and reach Wisconsin by the mid- 
die of this month. 

They do not all return at once, but sin- 
gly or in small troops,and it will be a month 
or more before the last has passed or 
reached his destination. The ranks of those 
who stay wiih us to breed fill slawly, too, 
and it will yet be fully time to set up com- 
fortable boxes for them, wherein to make 
their nest. Even those already paired are 
slow to make their choice, and until then 


‘both'return at night to thelr favorite roost 


in distant timber. 

When rabin and bluebird are heralding 
the advent of spring the sweet-voliced star- 
ling of the fleld and meadow, wrongly 
called a lark, will join tn soon and farther 
emphasize what has been said by others, A 
warm, clear night, such as we had on the 
$th, is extremely favorable for migration; 
it set a large army of members of the 
sparrow family in motion. In the early 
morning flocks of red-winged blackbirds 
were migrating and when the gun was up 
the song of the first meadowlarks was in 
the air everywhere. 


It was a glorious day! The little black- 
headed snowbirds, who kept us company so 
faithfully all winter, were all excitement, 
singing and flitting to and fra surely in 
anticipation of the intended journey north- 
ward to thelr distant breeding grounds. 


Not one of the birds who wintered with 
us that did not feel the impulse of giving 
voice to its great joy. The redbird was 
singing, the flicker calling, the tufted ‘tit- 
mouse noisy with his peto-peto; all wag life 
and flutter. 

Such days of awakening epring can only 
be enjoyed out of the city and compensate 
richly for all inconveniences of life in the 
country.

iA Carefully Written Account of the Indian 
~ Revolution in Sonora Which the Mexican 
Government Is Seeking to Put Down. 


W. MARSHALL of the Union 

Market, who recently returned to 

e 8t. Louis from the Yaqui coun- 

try, in Mexico, has written of his expe- 

riences in that Interesting region and given 

his opinions on the Yaqui war for the Stn- 
day Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Marshal} !s qualified to speak of the 
Yaqui, having spent many months in the 
fertile valley which {s the battleground of 
the war and to possess which the entire 
Yaqui! people is.in arms against Mexico's 
armies. 

He was within a day’s journey of the spot 
where the first man was killed in the war 
at the time that Killing ovcurred, and he 
had parted company with the victim less 
than 24 hours before the first shot was 
Bred. The man who was killed was young 
Lorenzo Tworrez. a nephew of one of the 
two Mexican generals of that name. Tor- 
rez and Mr. Marshal! journeyed together 
on horseback from the far interior of the 
Yaqui country to the sea. or rather to Po- 
tam, on the Yaqu! River, 12 miles from "he 
in the river the

Here the travelers parted. They had met 
weeks before and formed a mutual friend- 
ehip. Mr. Marshall was f, the country 
to collect cacti and the youne Mexican was 
imterested tn the American and his mission. 
The two dined at a plaza fonda on the eve

Next morning they shook hands and part- 
sd on the quay. The coasting schooner 
which was tocarry Mr. Marshal) to Guay- 
mas, 30 miles up the coast—the port from 
which news of the Yaqui war comes to this 
country—slipped out of the harbor. But un- 
favorable winds obliged the skipper to put 
back to Potam, and Mr. Marshall remained 
there all day. Wate at night runners came 
into town with the news that the Yaqui 
were on the warpath and had already 
killed Lorenzo Torrez, nephew of the gen- 
eral. 

While the exact expression quoted, ‘“‘the 
Yaqui are on the warpath,”’ was used by a 
resident of Potam in informing Mr. Mar- 
shall of the uprising, ft was only meta- 
phorically true of the Yaqui, not literally, 
for the Yaqui do not go to war as do the 
Indians of the United States. Literally, in 
former years, at least, the Northern In- 
dians weni on the “warpath.’’ There were 
paths across the plains and In the moun- 
tains used only in time of war and laid out 
and maintained secret by the wise men of 
the tribe, to be kept secret as certain roads 
to success against their enemies. The Ya- 
qui go out to battle in armies,

TT Yaqui wil] never be conquered by 
Mexico until they shall have been ex- 
terminated. The republic will never 

own and control the valley of the Yaqui 

River while an Indian remains to defend 

the land. This is my candid opinion, 

farmed from my knowledge of the Yaqul 
gained by reading of their centuries of 
war with Mexico and a close observation of 
the people during my travels among them. 

What remaing of the Yaqui country Is 

the valley of the river and the almost im- 

penetrablé fastnesses of the Sierra’ Madre, 

to which the sloping valley leads at va- 
rious distances from the river bed.

The last Yaqu! war lasted 15 years and 
a@t its close Mexico signed a treaty of peace 
defining the boundaries of the Yaqui coun- 
try. The valley country |!s the richest in 
the State of Sonora: © The mountains are 
Tich In gold and silver. Since the signing 
of the treaty, in 189 or 1891, the Mexicans 

ve gradually encroached on the Yaqul 
Possessions. The present war is simply 
@® breaking out of the old feud. The Yaqui’s 
heriditary hatred of the Mexicans, which 
emouldered afier the treaty, was enflamed 
by the influx of miners and without decla- 
ration or notice of any kind the Yaqul 


chiefs assembled their followers and began 
to kill Mexicans. 

The Yaqui Valley extends fram the mouth 
af the Yaqui River—the river empties into 
the Gulf of California—northeast about 230 
miles. It varies in breadth from 50 miles 
to the width of the stream. The stream is 
dry during several months each year, but 
the valley land is always productive. The 
chief Yaqui :owns are Potam, Torrin, Cor- 
corrit, Unthagotha and Becum., It was near 
the latter tawn that young Lorenzo Torrez 
was killed. These towns lle along the main 
trail, which follows the course of the river. 
There are numerous pueblos scattered 
about the valley and in the mountains 
which do not appear on the maps. 

Unthagotha is far up the valley and in 
the arid region. It is near here that the 
irrigation camp of a American company 
whieh was given an extensive land grant is 
situated. The company has bullt a canal 
from reservoirs in the mountains to its 
land. The land has been platted in blocks 
of 1000 acres each and laterals have been 
dug so that everything Is In readiness for 
the reception of the mountain water which 
{is to turn the desert into a garden. But the 
war prevented the consummation of the 
capitalists’ plans. The work done by the 
Yaqui on the Irrigation ditches earned the 
money with which they bought the Win- 
chester rifles which they are now using with 
disastrous effect to the Mexicans. 

About one week before the war began I 
was at Becum, an interior town, A feast 
was in progress. A feature of the feast was 
a competitive dance for males, which lasted 
69 hours. There were about 3000 men at 
the feast. They wore nothing but breech 
clouts and serapes—the serape is a light- 
weight blanket. 

Each man carried a Winchester rifle and 
wore around his naked walst a cartridge 
belt of fanciful design. Most of the rifles 
were new. I remarked to my companions 
that the assemblage of so many armed In- 
dians, to my mind, presaged war. My fears 
were not entertained by others. Shortly 
after the ending of the feast Torrez was 
killed and killing has continued since. 

The Yaqui is a beautiful work of art In 
flesh. He its seldom. when grown. short of 
6 feet In stature and Is often 6 feet and 6 
Inches tall. He is hard as steel] and mus3- 
cular as an athlete, with powers of endur- 
ance almost beyond belief. 

The Yaqui runner travels 60 miles over 
burro trails in the mountains in seven 
hours. He will endure 24 hours without wa- 
ter and one pound of parched corn, ground, 
furnishes subsistence for him for a day. He 
g0es to battle in his breech clout, with san- 
dals to protect his soles fram cactus 
thorns. 

He carries his amunition tn a belt and his 
ground corn in a goatskin bag. His can- 
teen is a gourd or skin. His supply is one 
quart. When that is gone, if there is no 
more to be had he does without and fights 
on. 

The Yaqu! take their women and children 
to war. The younger women fight as well 
as the men. The children and old people 
are placed in some secure mountain retreat, 
where none but Yaqu! have ever been. The 
young women go with the men om their 
marches. They take their flocks of goats 
and thelr herds of burros. The burro ts the 
burden bearer of the army. He carries the 
ammuntiion and the corn. The Yaqu! do not 
use horses. The horse is not sure enough 
of foot for the mountain trails. 

When the Yaqui are hard pressed they 
hide In the mountains and divide into smail 
bands to harass their enemies who invade 
the valley below. Woe be unto the detach- 
men: of Mexican soldiers that does not get 
back to the main command by nightfall 
while in the Yaqui country. 

And the main command dare not go far 
into the valley, for the Yaqui will cut thelr 
lines of communication and starve them 
out. } 

The Yaqui people do not number more 
than 50,000. These are divided into many 
bands. Some bands approach the size of 
armies. But an army composed of all the 
fighting males In the nation would be more 
mobile than a single company of the famed 
Rurales, the pick of Mexico’s mounted 
fighting men. 

While the Yaqui are fierce in war they are 
kind and hospitable in time of peace, It has 
been my experience that they will go any 
length to assist a friend, and no sacrifice 
of personal comfort is too great for them

American cowboys are helping the Yaqui 
Indiane to kill thrée Mexicans for every 
one man they tose themselves. A Mexican 
gunboat has been disabled, and the Mexican 
metropolis of Guaymas trembles at the ap- 
proach of the redskins. 

The laws of Mexico were intended to help 
the mining tndustry, and nearly all forms 
of mining machinery are admitted duty 
free at the Custom House. Being free from 
they are also largely free from inspec- 
tion. This law has even been used by 
foundry men to enable them to get crude 
metal into the country, by having it cas:

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LOST TRIBE FOUND BY EXPLORERS ON NORTH END OF HUDSON B, 


Collection of Weapons 


and Household Effects 


Belonging to a Primitive People Se- 


cured by Their 


Discoverers for 


an American Museum. 


HOMASS CAMPBDPLL’s vision of ‘‘The 
Last Man’’ came near being realizéd 
in the history of the tribe of Es- 

kimo recently discovered by Capt. 
Cromer, commander of an Arctic whaling 
vessel, on Southampton Island, in the north 
end of Hudson Bay. These people are less 
than 100 in nusnber, and they believed that 
they were the only human beings on earth. 
For more than 400 years they had been shut 
up in that lonely retret, which is about the 
size of the State of Maine, living in the 
most primitive etyle. Incredible as it may 
geem, not a single .article introduced on the 
American continent since its discovery by 
Columbus was found on this island. 


Capt, Cromer obtained a large collection 
of the weapons and household effects used 
by this strange tribe. This collection has 
been secured by the American Muesum of 
Natural History of New York, and it will 
goon be placed on exhibition in the east 
wing of that great instftut!on. 


These Eskimo speaks a language dif- 
ferent from that employed by the Eski- 
mo of the far North, and different from 
any other language known, yet their size, 
color and habiis proclaim them undoubted- 
Ivy members of the samy general family. 
The men and women are clothed alike, in 
jackets and trousers of deer and sealskin. 


The jacket is hooded, with openings for: 


the face and hands. The women fashion 
the skins into clothing and footwear. Sew- 
ing is done with bone needles and thread of 
sinew from the seal. 

Among their hunting weapons the bow 
@nd arrow plays an !mportant part in 
ehooting land animals. The bow is of wood, 
wrapped with twisted sinews: the arrows 
ere pointed with chipped filnt. Bow and 
@rrows are carried in a bow case and 
Quiver slung on the back. 

In stature they are of medium height. 
robust and muscular, but the women are 
much shorter than the men, occasionally 
almost dwarfish.

A St. Louisan’s Father Ex- 
changed Gold and Good Bills 
For $3,500,000 of the 
Southern States’ 
Issucs. 


APT. C. J. HOWE of 2847 Lucas pva- 
nue owns about $250.00) worth of 
Confederate money. Gen. Fitzhugh 

Lee says he believes this is the largest col- 
lectian in the Uni‘ed States. The bills range 
in denomination from 50 cents to $00. They 
were originally the property of Capt, 
Howe's father, J. B. Hlowe of Howesville, 
Decatur County, Tenn. 

Capt. Howe !s a river man and ts well 
known to the frater:ity on the Ohio and 
Mississipp! rivers. Since last vear he has 
been connecied with the Columbla Excur- 
sion Co. of St. Louls. Capt. Howe says: 

“My father was a lawyer, planter and 
elaveholder. He had unbounded faith in the 
ability of the Confederate States to win, 
end bought in all of the Confederate money 
that came his way. Some of !{t he toak at 
reduced rates from holders of it who were 
fearful of the outcome of the war. but for 
mach of {t he paid dollar for dollar In gold 
or greenbacks. The result was that when 
the end came he was left with $1,500,000 
warth of Confederate money and very li:- 
tle of anything else. That, of coruse, was 
worth nothing. lie left !t to me among 
other effects when he died in 1876. Since 
then I have given !t all away to my friends 
except about $250,000. Some day these bills 
may be worth something as a curiosity, but 
that time is far away, for there are still 
milllons of dollars’ warth of Confederate 
money scattered over the country, although 
my collection, according to Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, is the largest. 

“Some of these bills are beautiful tn de- 
sign, but none of them approach in beauty 
and color the new $20 and $100 bills issued 
by the United States Gavernment. 

“In a frame about 2x5 feet I have $170 In 
Confederate bills of all sizes and denom!na- 
tions, including money issued by Alabama, 
Mississippi and other States. The paper is 
etill good and resembles to a grea: extent 
the pecullar kind of paper on which our 
greenbacks are printed to-day. A great deal 
of the Confederate money was printed on 
one side only. On the back, usually, was 
atamped the name of the repository from 
which {t was tesued. The faces used on 
them were of men prominent on the South. 
ern side, such as Gen. Rober: E. Lee, Jef- 
ferson Davis, Alexander H. Stephens, Judah 
P. Benjamin, Stonewall Jackson, Robert 
Toombs and Gen. Albert Bidney Johnston. 

“A recent dispatch from Manila says that 
many unscrupulous Americans who have 
obtained possession of Confederate bilis are 
passing them on the Filipinos, who take 

them for good American money. If a man 
had my pile, and were dishonest enough, he 
could go over there and buy up a few 
islands.

NDER the direction of Arthur Macdonald, specialist in the

He has gathered together the 
results of his own investigations and the investigations and experi- 
ments of others until he has been able to present t6 us a collection of 
data on child study which is probably the most complete ever assem- 
bled.

One experiment was tried in California in order to find out just what 
children thought about evil deeds and about punishment for them.

Attention, memory, volition and physical consciousness, the pow- 
ers which are shared by the lower animals, were first developed. 

Persistence, imitation, egoism proper, and representatfve imagina- 
tion, which are shared by the higher animals, were not developed. 

Active imagination and reason, the essentially human powers, were 
last developed. 

Experiments were made by John C. Shaw of Clark University to 
test the memory of, children at different periods of school lifa A 
simple “good boy” Christmas story was written down by Dr. Hall, 
which took three minutes in reading. The pupils were told that it was 
a memory test, and thut they should write down, after the reading, 
all they could remember of the story. For a story like the one em- 
ployed, and under these conditions, the maximum memory power is 
reached at a relatively early age. The boys in the third grade remem- 
bered cnly 17 per cent of the story. In the ninth grade they remem- 
bered 42 per centg and in the high school only about 40 per cent. From 
this it seems that memory power for the boys culminates about the 
beginning of the high school period. The girls made a rapid increase 
from 18 per cent in the third grade to 43 per cent in the seventh grade 
and 47 per cent in the high school. 

The growth of memory is more rapid in the case of girls than boys, 
and here the figures suggest a coincidence with the general law, that 
the rapid development occurs earlies in girls than in boys. 

Recently the question, “Which would you like to be when you grow 
up, @ man or a woman? Why?" was asked of 502 boys and 289 girls 
in London's elementary schools. Of the boys only two wanted to grow 
up to be women, of the girls 34 per cent wanted to be men when they 
One of the girls gave as her reason for wanting to be a man 
later in life: “A man is more useful and respectable than a woman.”

_ Properly speaking, a sharpshooter is a man of uncommon skill with

The 
instant that he draws titsger he knows just where his bullet has 
gone. There is no guesswork about it; no trusting tn luck to hit the 

Such skill is not a natural endowment. It {s the fruit of long prac- 
tice and study. One may be blessed by nature with keén eyes and 
stcady nerves, but these qualities of themselves wil! not make him a 
they handicap one at the start, do not bar one from becoming a good 
marksman. Skill in rifle shooting comes, first, from thorough knowledge 
of what arms and ammunition can do, and, equally important, what 
mcspheric conditions; thirdly, from true aim, and the ability to draw 
trigger at precisely the right instant, without the slightest jerk or 
quiver.

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BY JULIAN HAWTHORNE. 


ECENT reports indicate that plague and famine are worse to- 
day in India than they were three years ago, when I personally 
investigated conditions there. On the other hand comparative- 

' ly little is being done in the way of relief, because England 

is preoccupied with the destruction of the Boer republics in South Africa. 
A small part of the money that Great Britain is spending to kill Dutch 
farmers and seize their country would keep millions of Indians alive 
through the distres:. 


My present business, however, is net to arraign Great Britain, but 
to try to give readers of the Post-Dispatch some‘idea of what starva- 
tion in India means. India is a plain nearly a million square miles in 
area, with the Himalayas and the Hindu Kush on the northwest and 
north, and other smaller mountain ranges elsewhere. In the upper part 
of the Peninsula the River Indus flows southeast, the Juma and Ganges 
southwest, at right anglts to each other, other rivers in the lower parts, 
are commonly dry except during the Monsoon seasons. 

When the monsoon (or rains) fail, the rivers remain dry for from 
one to four years, and the vast areas which they drain present a surface 
of unmitigated mud desert, without a green thing on it except the 
Tiango trees and one or two other trees, Which have tap rovots 100 feet 
or more in depth, and which also seem to imbibe moisture through their 
leaves from the atmosphere. 

This mud desert is perfectly level, save for litle ranges of hillocks 
or small hills. It is cultivated by the inhabitants wherever possible, 
but there are large jungic tracts which are uncultivatable, and breed 
tigers, Jackals, serpents and other vermin. Much land has been re- 
deemed by irrigation, but irrigation fails in drought times. The climate 
of the peninsula varies between 80 and 130 degrees Fahrenheit; on the 
coast it ils muggy and relaxing; everywhere it is stifling and intolerable 
to Furoveans. 

Such is India, physically, upon the whole the most repulsive country 
in the world, 


More People to Feed; No More Food. 


HEN history discovered India it was sparsely inhabitated by 

' aboriginal tribes, the descendants of which survive, un- 
changed in appearance and habits. When the British East 

India Company was formed, in 1600, the population was about 

one hundred millions and had probably been kept at this figure for 


‘Many generations, the natural increase having been kept down by inter- 


necine wars, bu suttee and infanticide, by masSeacres and by plague and 
famine. Since the English took hold they have prevented so far as they

could these drains upon the population, with the result that there are 
to-day nearly three huncred milion persons living in the same area 
which formerly supported but indifferently one-third of that number. 
Attempts to introduce farming methods have had very small success. 
The increase in food supply obt ained in this way is hardly worth men- 
tioning. The failure of ruin is beyond remedy by human science. The 
consequence of England’s humanitarian rule therefore are that there 
are three times as many people to feed as she found there and practi- 
cally no more means of feeding them. 

Moreover, the nature, character, ignorance and prejudices of the 
people, Hindus and Mahometans alike, make the task of helping them 
extraorcinarily difficult. There are no less than five hundred thousand 
separate castes in India, some comprising but a few individuals, but all 
of them opposed to mingling with one another. Often a Hindu caste 
man wil! sooner die than eat food which has been touched by a person 
of another caste, or than occupy a dwelling which another caste has 
occupied. These prejudices must be respected by the white rulers. The 
Indian Mutiny was caused by the attempt to make Sepoy soldiers use 
cartridges greased with hog lard. Again, there are about fifty different 
nations in India, each the deadly foe of the rest, and the Mamometans, 
fifty millions strong, are mortal foes of the Hindus, who number five 
tines as many, but are less aggressive. 

Once more, the practical owners of India are not the rajahs nor the 
English, but the bunniahs, a caste of grain merchants and money lend- 
ers. All but a small fraction of the Indian population are small farmers 
and laborers. Owing to their improvidence and to misfortunes, every 
ene is in debt to a bunniah, with no chance of paying the debt. Gener- 
ally the man inherits the debt from his forefathers; in any event he 
never reaches his majority without becoming a hopeless debtor. Nothing 
in the world is his except his power to work. 


Tyranny of the Bunniah. 


HEN drought comes the farmer is deprived of food. The bun- 
niah has plenty to sell him, but he has nothing to buy it 
with. The w.rse the scarcity the higher is the price at which 
the bunniah holds the grain. If the bunnitah~“tearrfs that 

the famine is worse in some other places than his own, he ships his grain 


there to get a better price. It makes no difference to him if a tenth, or 
nine-tenths of his people die of starvation; the debt goes on-to the sur- 
vivor. 

But suppose that a farmer owns his hut and its contents, a few bul- 
locks, his farm tools and his clothes. When famine pinches him he dis- 
pores of these things, one after another, to the bunniah, receiving in re- 
turn grail. First go his pots and pans, then his wife’s bangles and 
other silver ornaments, then his hoes and spades, then his bullocks, 
then the roof of his mud hut, then the wooden doors, finally his gar- 
ments. These disposed of, he has nothing left but his loin cloth. 

By this time he is already starved, according to our standards; but 
long ¢€xperience has enaied the Indian to starve a great deal longer— 
months and years longer—than any white man can. The starving man 
and such of his family as survive gird on their loin cloths and saris and 
wander forth homeless. 

All around them extends the boundless mud desert—not an atom 
of food to be had within hundreds of miles. Slowly and aimlessly they 
drag themselves along over the dusty plain, under the glaring white 
sunlight. A handful of raw grain a day would Keep them alive, but none 
is said to be had, and there is no water. The family comes to a mango 
tree, standing amidst the desert erect, green and vigorous, and spread- 
in;; out a shade over many yards. Here they sit down to rest When 
it is time to move on one or two of them will not move—they are corpses 

The others leave them there, a heap of dark skin and bones, witha 
few rags fluttering on their bodies and a tuft of black hair on the skull, 
There they squat or lie, and toward evening the jacKals and wild dogs 
canter up and begin to pull the wretched remains of mortality to pleces, 

The others are still wandering on. As they pass through the rocks 
and scrub of the jungle a cobra stings one of them, and he falls and 
dies. Then as they toil on one of the little children can walk no further, 
or the baby which the mother carricd siung on her hip becomes tvo 
heavy a burden for her. She leaves the baby under a rock; the child 
falis down and no one notices it. 

But do not infer from this awful fact that the Indian mother loves 
her offspring any less than your wife loves hers. It is only that after 
starvation has reached a certain pitch the maternal! instinct perishes. 
Think of that rosy, smiling, plump baby of yours. Can you imagine any 
exigency that would induce you to leave it by the roadside to die? 
Could its mother conceive of such a thing? And yet you would do it if 
you hac starved as these people starve 


Disease Bred by Famine. 
UT let us follow what is left of our dwindling famlly. 
breeds various discases peculiar to itself. 
eveballs. which are slowly eaten out of the head, until nothing 
but rotten cavities remain. The enfeebled heart ceases to send 
the blocd to the extremities. and the feaet begin to crack and fall to 
pices. This is a sure forerunner of death—you can pick out a dying 


man by his feet. 
The eating of roots, berries or raw grain causes inflammation of the 


Famine 
A decay attacks the 


bowels and dysentery, which, in the exhausted condition of the patient, 
kills rapidly, yet not rapidly enough. A painful swelling besets the 
lips, tongue and interior of the mouth; the swellings exude a virulent 
matter; the sufferer cannot stand; he squats in a bowed position, suffer- 
ing a torturing pain, unable to close his mouth or to utter any sounds 
but inarticulate ones; there he squats, while the acrid drops continually 
from his distorted lips, until he drops forward and dies. This is a 
common accompaniment of famine. 

Then a disease attacks the scalp, causing the hair to fall off and a 
thick, whitish scab to form. This is a very frequent affliction of the 
little children. Swarms of files hover on this scab, leaving it raw and 
open. Large ulcers form on the legs, often sloughing away the flesh 
to the bone, but this not far, for the legs are but bones with a thin cov- 
ering of skin and dried tissue. The flies settle on these sores also. Ex- 
cessive distension of the belly is a mark of an advanced stage of starva- 
tion, in small children, especially. I have heard uninstructed persons 
looking at photographs of children in this condition, remark that they 
must have had a good dirner, but the distension is caused by wind and 
by enlargement of the liver, which is speedily fatal. No child in this 
condition ever recovers. In fact, children who have been even partially 
Starved always die in a year or two. 

Finally, starving people are very liable to catch smallpox or the 
plague, or to fall victims to leprosy. I have been in native villages 
where every inhabitant was in one or another stage of the smallpox, ex- 
cept a dozen or so, whose hands and feet had been eaten off by black 
leprosy. All these persons were also starving. 

It will be seen, then that our typical family have small chance of 
surviving. Nevertheless some of them do survive long enough to reach 
a government relief staticn, numbers of which are dotted over the vast 
mnud desert. 

But only an insignificant fraction of the starving ever get to the 
trelie’ works, and ye‘ these are the only ones who appear in the of- 
ficial records as suffering from famine. All those who die in their own 
villages or in the jungle die unrecorded. We must multiply the official 
figures of deaths by famine by eight or ten. 


20,000,000 Died in 1897—This Famine 
Is Worse. 


N the famine of 1897, which I saw, the final estimate by those who had 

access to the most trustworthy information, was that nearly 20,000,- 

QuwO persons perished either directly from starvation or from some 
one of the diseases caused by starvation. 

The present famine area is far larger than that of 1897, and the ac- 
companying diseases, owing to the weakening of the people by the 1897 
famine, are much more prevalent and more fatal than they were then, 
The figures which I give will seem fabulous to most readers, and 
would be denied by most of the famine officials on the ground. But 


thev wil] be substantiated by persons having intimate knowledge of the 


situation, who are not under official obligation to minimize the facts. 
Our minds are impotent to imagine 20,000,000 of people dying within a 
year cr two, in a single country, from lack of food to eat. But 20,000,000 
are but one-fifteenth of the population of Indla. 

But let us suppose some members of our family to have been ad- 
mitted to the relief works; or, if they were too much exhausted to work, 
then to the poorhouse. What are relief works? They are road or rail- 
road building, canal digging, irrigation tank making, kept in reserve by 
the government for such contingencies. They are useful works, but not 
of pressing importance. Ordinarily they would progress slowly with reg- 
ular gangs of laborers. but famine causes thousands of feeble laborers 
to be employed mainly for their own sake in order that they may re- 
ceive the famline wages of from 2 to 4 cents a day, according to sex and 
efficiency. Small children are not required to work, but are paid 1 cent 
a day gratuitously. If the work is neglected the pay is stopped. 

It is not expected that half-starved people can do as much work as 
heaithy laborers and the wages are calculated to just keep a human 
being alive. Two to 4 cents will keep a man or woman In grain enough 
to live, provided they do not have to work, Dut exertion makes them need 
a little more, and not getting more they weaken till they have to be 
eent to the hospital or poorhouse; or, as often happens, they die in the 
works. Out of a thousand persons on relief works who lie down to 
sleep at night an average of 70 are found dead in the morning. They 
micht, however, live longer were it not for certain irregular conditions 
which I will now mention. 

India is administered by white people—Englishmen—belonging to the 
English Civil Service, but inasmuch as there are too few to do the work 
they have to accept the assistance of native subordinates. No fault is 
co be found with the English civil servants—they work faithfully at all 
times, and in famine times they are greatly overworked and constantly 
die of fever or exhaustion at their posts. 


The Faults of the Native Subordinates. 


HE native subordinate may be regarded as a necessary evil, for 
though they understand their fellows, yet they are thieves almost 
to a man and will not hesitate to rob the starving. Chances come 


only too frequently. One white man may have charge “of two 
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Rev. Charles M. Sheldon of Topeka, Kan., who conducted the Daily Capital of that 


city last week on his idea of “What Would Jesus Do?” dec'ined to print news of the wars in 
the Phi ippines and South Africa, but made the leading item of his first issue the famine in 


India. 


His article was a poor compilation from magazine articles. 


The Sunday Post-Dis- 


patch here presents the facts as reported by a trained observer who visited the blighted country. 
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or three works miles distant from one another. While he is absent from 
one robbery is going on at the other. Sometimes 1 or 2 cents are with- 
held from the claimant, and he is threatened with dismissal if he com- 
plains. Sometimes he is fined on the plea that his work is ill done or 
neglected. Sometimes there is collusion with the bunniah, who ex- 
changes grain for the men's wages—short measure js given and the two 
divide the profit. Sometimes the man is expelled from the works and a 
friend of the overseer is emuggled in in his place. Sometimes men 
wh» have died are represented as being alive and the overseer pockets 
his wages. 

The victims seldom complain—first, because they know the difficulty 
of obtaining credence, and also because they do not feel wronged as a 
white man would. Robbery is recognized in India as a normal thing, 
and the victim knows that were he in the overseer’s place he would act 
in the same way. There is no such thing, one might almost say, as hon- 
esty among Indians. Neither is there any of what we call humanity. 
The people seem to us uncredibly cruel. It is partly due to their re- 
ligion; it is, at all events, the habit of 4000 years. 

I have seen the bunniah women, fat and merry, sitting beside 
baskets full of grain in the village market place, while in the dusty road 
before them a few feet away would be crouching a child in the last 
agonies of starvation. Half a handul of grain would save the child 
from ceath, but it never occurs to those plump women to give it; and, 
stranger yet, the child never expects it. It wil! die there in the duat 
without any sense o having been wronged. They will see it die with 


never a change in their smiling countenances. What are you to do with 
such a people? 


The Children in the Poorhouses. 


HE state of things in the poorhouses is worse than in the works. 

The poorhouses are simply large open yards with wattle huts 

built against the wall. Here swarm the more helpless sufferers. 

You see children whose bodies have long ceased to look human; 

they resemble ants or beetles. All fat has been consumed; the mus- 

cular tissues have followed; there is nothing left but the dry, harsh 

skin, which is cold to the touch, and the shrunken veins, arteries and 

tinews beneath. The skeieton is revealed in all its details. The arms 

and legs are of the circuinference of a man’s thumb; the neck, hardly 

two inchs in diameter, barely supports the skull; the skin is tightly 

drawn over the face, which, with its dull eyes and immobile expression, 

has a ghastly, gnome-like look, utterly unlike anything we are used to 
associate with children 

Ow:ng to the absence of muscles these creatures cannot walk. They 
totter along, unable to lift the leg or rise on the toe, and their arms 
dangle helpless at thir sides. But in addition to the ravages of starva- 
tion most of them are also suffering from some of the diseases above 
mentioned. Upon their misery and filth, revealing them in all their 
hideous details, beats down continually the awful sun of India. The 
children stand motionless in the courts or lie under the foul sheds wait- 
ing for death. Most of them are orphans. Native women are appointed 
to care for them. These caretakers are thieves and merciless, like other 
Indians. They covertly deprive their charges of their food and push the 
gristly little corpses out cf sight. A very little dust will serve to 
cover them when all is over. 

The condition of the men patients is similar. Many were at one 
ime men of substance, comparatively speaking. Their tools, clothes 
nd buiJlocks were their cwn. Everything was swept away. A fourth 

of them were blind. The knee and elbow joints stood out like big knots 
on a stick; the buttock was entirely gone, wiving a peculiarly repulsive 
levok to the figure; the ribs stood out like a cage over the vacancy that 
had contained the stomach and abdomen; the faces were old—a mere 
puckering of parched dark skin stretched over a skull. _ 

They supplicate you with hands raised before their faces—hands cal- 
lous with lHfelong labor, but bloodless and strengthless now. They 
topple down at your feet, with their bony foreheads in the dust. They 
totter stiffly after you as you walk about, pursuing you with their dull 
eyes, or with the sockets in which eyes once were. They utter unintelli- 
gible moans. Meanwhile the subtle and plausible overseers bustle about, 
ex; laining, extenuating, promising, cracking jokes, and when your back 
is turned giving a savage twist to a skeleton‘s arm or squeeze to the 
neck to admonish the wretches to keep quiet. Is anything under that 
blanket? ‘‘Nothing,” replies the overseer. But you kick it aside with 
your toot and see a huddled, dark something, a mice skull at one end 
of it. The overseer shrugs his shoulders—the man arrived that morning 
with cholera, too far gone to be saved. It may be so. What can you 
do about it? If you procure this overseer’s dismissal another will take 
his place as evil as he. 


The Appalling Condition of the Women 


HE women’s poorhouse is the most appalling of all. It is not so 
crowded as the men's, because the women die easier. The most 
beautiful female types in the world are to be found tn India— 
grace, symmetry, flowing lines, exquisite distinction of feature, 

and a winning modesty which is especially noticeable. 

Such they normally are. But what shall be said of these starved 
women, in whom even that virtue of modesty has been destroyed? It is 
impossible for a man who has had a mother, wife and sisters to describe 
them. One’s eyes shrink from looking on them as they cower there, 
naked, withered, frightfully disfigured, crippled, deformed, blighted by 
lcathsome disease, goblin nightmares of all that Is tender, sacred and 


lovely in human nature. And sémehow they contrive to express more 


of comprehension of their own misery than do any of the Others. They 
are sensible to the last of their hopelessness, their desolation, their out- 
rages. They lift their fleshless arms and drop them again with an 
ineffable gesture. 

The relief measures have saved many or prolonged their lives, but 
the natives are intensely «wpposed to accepting the relief and will do so 
only wt the last gasp. Caste prejudice is the main cause of this reluc- 


tance. Caste is the one thing that even starvation cannot extirpate from” 
an Indian. Also, they know what treatment they may expect at the 
works. What, if anything, can be done to relieve the distress? 

Why not buy grain in large quantities and distribute it to the needy? 
The British tried that experiment in the famine of 1878. It turned out 
to ve worse than doing nuthing. The grain was collected and was for 
sale at a price much lower than that charged by the bunniahs. The 
latter withdrew thelr grain supplies altogether. The British supplies 
were utterly insufficient to feed the population. The famine became im- 
mediately ten-fold worse than ever. Thus admonished, the British 
withdrew, and gradually the bunniahs released their grain. The experi- 
ment has never been tried since, and unless you are prepared to assume 
the ‘responsibility of feeding 20,000,000 or more persons you would better 
keep your grain at home. Observe, aiso, that the natives will often re- 
fuse to accept your grain from fear of what the bunniahs may do after- 
ward. 

The expedient of dispensing with native subordinates would answer 
well were it practicable. To make it so you would have to multiply 
the white civil servants ir India by 100. England cannot supply any 
more The service is arduous, and the officiais, superannuated at 62 or 
$3, survive after returning to England only two years on the average. 
Native subordinates must be employed. They will be thieves and 
tyrants, but they are preferable to nothing. They save more than they 
kill. 

Here I must stop. I have told but little, but ff that Is not enough to 
stir you to take some action it would be useless to tell any more. I 
had meant to say a word about the plague, which seems to be worse 
than ever, but it is a matter of less importance—though many die, yet 
the numbers are relatively small. Not a few whites died of it while I 
was in India, but more who were attacked recovered. It is promoted by 
filth and by a poor condition of the general health.

Specimens of C. sanguisuga 
received in July, 1899, from Mayersville, 
Miss., were accompanied by the statement, 
which is appropriate in view of the fact 
that the newspapers have Insisted that the 
‘‘kissing bug’’ prefers the lip, that a friend 
of the writer was bitten on the Hp, and 
that the effect was a burning pain, tn- 
tense itching and mvuch swelling, lasting 
three or four days. 

More need hardly be eald specifically con- 
cerning these biting bugs. My conclusiona 
are that the bite of any one of them may 
be, and frequently has been, mistaken for 
a spider’s bite; that the so-called “kissing 
bug’ scare was ‘based upon certain un- 
doubted cases of the bite of one or ithe 
other of them, but that other bites, tnclud- 
ing those of mosquitoes, have aided in ‘the 
gener ai alarm.

When the enamel is removed sufficiently 
to expose the dentine the mineral matter 
of this is removed by the same process, but 
since the dentine contains organic matter, 
this {s digested by the liquefying organ- 
isms, and then the discolorations are 
brought about by the pigment-forming mi- 
crabes. Thus, finally, the central structure 
of the tooth is exposed. 

There are also various suppurative (pus 
forming) microbes in the mouth, and these 
produce specific diseases, especially those 
which Involve the sockets.

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REMARKABLE SURGERY ON THE HIGH SEAS. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 16. 
Special Correspondence Post-Dispatch. 

NE of the most remarkable eurgical 
operations ever undertaken was wit- 
nessed by a Philadelphian recently 

on board the steamer Ethelwolf, bound for 
Vanoouver, B. C. The Ethelwolf is a 
“tramp” freight steamer engaged in the 
East Indian and China trades, and the sub- 
stance of the story was included in a let- 
ter, written to his family in this city, by 
the steward, T. J. Crowley, formerly of 
Nicetown, who was present ai the apera- 
tion. 

The Ethelwolf had taken on a mixed car- 


go at-Hong Kong that taxed but two-thirds 
of her capacity, and she steamed for Can- 
ton, trusting in the season, it being a good 
one exports, to fill out her holds. Twelve 
bour ut from Hong Kong a blow was en- 
Bosal and a sudden lurch of the ves- 
“gel threw Andrew Dawson, a stoker, down 
“the narrow, precipitous iron sieps leading 
t0 the fireroom, breaking his leg. 

There was no doctor on beard, bu: the 
injured man was made as comfortable as 
possible by bis mates; and when port was 
Feached a surgeon was called on board, and 
the limb was set. It was at once advised 
that Dawson be sent to the English Hos- 
pital at Canton, but the man begged so 
Bard that this was not done; and when 


L, 


the steamer sailed, Daweon was still in his 
cot in the steward's cabin, his injured leg 
in a plaster cast. 

All was well for a time, but suddenly 
alarming symptoms were exhibited. The 
man began to suffer excruciating pains in 
the locality of the fravture. Then the limb 
began to swell, necessitating the removal! of 
the cast. Then it was found that the leg 
was mottled with deep purple spots; and 
this, together with the swelling, could not 
be mistaken. Gangrene had set in, and it 
wags felt that, under the circumstnees, death 
would positively follew. 

The officers held a consultation; ampu- 
tation was the only hope, but in the ab- 
sence of a surgeon that was held to be im- 
possible. But Dawson was a man not only 
of strong constitution, but strong character 
as well; and when the serious nature of his 
condition was imparted to him, he pledded 
that the operation be undertaken by some 
man of steady nerve among the ship's com- 
pany. It was death anyhow, he insisted, 
and he might as well dle under the knife as 
give up without a struggle. 

An assistant engineer, named Carter, vol- 
unteered to do the work, 


In the Ethelwolf's library was an old 
Scotch medical work called “Carbin on 
Surgery.’ Carter hunted this up and began 
a hunt for a case similar to Dawson's. But 
the book, with its technica] terms, did lit- 
tle good; if anything it shook his nerve 
and he threw it aside, determined to go it 
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blind, rather than bewilder himself with 
half-understood instructions. 

Dawson was stretched out upon a table; 
a full-page colored plate, ripped from 
‘“Carbin on Sureery’’ Was tacked upon tie 
wall: this was an illustration of a leg whieh 
had been amputated above the knee, and 
gave the positions of the main and lesser 
Sailor-like, this was to serve asa 
chart, and the most dangerous points, as 
referred to in the text, were checked off 
with a pencil. 

Dawson grew pale as death from loss of 
blood, but continued to encourage Carter. 
As each artery was reached it was tied up 
like the first, but before the leg was sev- 
ered, and at last the bone was reached. 
Dawson fainted at this stage, and when he 
came to, the saw had done its office, and 
Carter, faithfully following the chart upon 
the wall, was finishing the work. Then the 
stump was bound up tightly and the pa- 
tient put. back in his cot. 

The loss of blood had been considerable, 
but not at all alarming. Dawson seemed 
weakened, but full of pluck; and it was 
felt that, should blood polsoning not sei tn, 
he would recover. And this proved to be 
the case. No bad results followed and the 
patient grew in strength rapldly. Upon 
reaching Vancouver he was taken to a hos- 
pital, but the leg was all but healed and 
the doctors pronounced the case entirely 
out of danger, and said that !t was as ex-
